fore," said Theodore Holcomb, 
one of the crew members. "He 
didn't know who we were, Pm 
sure." 


Holcomb said he and the other 


three crew members hadn't de- 
cided whether they would con- 
tinue filming for the documen- 
tary.

Steve Carlton pitched a crack- 


er jack of a game but he got 
beat by a Cookie. 


Carlton, who has contributed 


14 victories to St. Louis' pennant 
push this season, set a season's 
strikeout high Wednesday night, 
fanning 16 Philadelphia batters. 
But he came away a 3-1 loser, 
mainly because of Cookie Rojas.

producers in the new movie era 
are now facing a Hamlet-like di- 
lemma: TV or not TV? 


That is the question. Is it bet- 


ter to risk the slings and arrows 
of outraged moralists and make 
films that can never show on 
the home screen? Or to play it 
safe and produce movies that 
would face no (insurmountable 
problems with the vigilant net- 
work censors? 


One company has met the is- 


sue by making a complete tur- 
nabout in programming. Ameri- 
can-International 
soared 
to 


prosperity with cheaply made, 
innocuous movies that somehow 
appealed to the teen-age mar- 
ket: "I Was a Teen-Age Frank- 
enstein," "Beach Blanket Bin- 
go," "How to Stuff a Wild Biki- 
ni," "The Haven," etc. 


The 
head 
of 
American- 


International 
once 
explained 


that Frankie Avalon and An- 
nette 
Funicello never 
even 


talked about sex in the compa- 
ny's movies. "We've got a great 
family audience for our pic- 
tures," he said, "and we don't 
want to jeopardize that." 


But a couple of years ago, the 


A-I researchers discovered that

This 
makes any family type film an 
almost surefire investment, pro- 
vided it doesn't go too far over 
budget.

GOP senators to support the 
rent subsidies bill. 


The allotments were riveted 


Wednesday into a $10.4-billion 
omnibus money bill on which

The $fc J i .«illion for model cit- 


ies is $300 million more than the 
House allowed and substantially 
all the administration said it 
needs for this new program. 


The total Includes the full $400 


million authorized for special 
grants to cities this year, plus 
$12 million in planning money 
and $125 million in special ur- 
ban renewal funds for use in the 
model city areas. 


Johnson asked for another 


$125 million in special urban re- 
newal money—a total of $250 
million— but the bill's managers 
said other urban renewal funds 
were available from which the 
deficiency could be made up.

year, to give special aid to cities 
so they can clean up much of 
their slum areas.

Mummified Bodies of 
3 Infants Found in 
Trunk in New York 


NEW YORK (AP) - An old 


trunk found in the basement of 
a 
Manhattan apartment house 


has yielded the bodies of three 
mummified 
infants,

whom may have been dead for 
47 years. 


The bizarre and unusual case 


came to light when the trunk 
was opened Wednesday night.

Herman, assistant 


medical examiner, set an autop- 
sy examination of the infants to- 
day to determine how they died.

when John Hartnett, superin- 
tendent of the building on West 
181st Street in the Washington 
Heights section advised tenants 
to clear a basement storage 
area of unwanted items. 


Hartnett told police he found 


one trunk with the name Anne 


Solomon on it. It was opened in 
the presence of Jacob Solomon, 
67, whose wife Anne died in 1954 
at the age of 48. 


Inside the children were found 


laying side by side—swaddled in

with 
newspapers 
wrapped on the outside. Dr.

Says Fulbright 
Sotting Hard 
to Follow

WASHINGTON (Ap>-sen. J, 


William Fulbright, now anxious 
to curb the president's power In 
foreign affairs, Is getting a little 
hard to follow if your memory Is 
good, 
His 
own memory on 


American wars sounds hazy. 


In 1961, In a speech which got 


little attention, Fulbright, Ar- 
kansas Democrat and chairman 
of the Senate's Foreign Rela- 
tions 
Committee, complained 


the president had too many res- 
traints on him in foreign affairs, 


"We have hobbled the presi- 


dent by too niggardly a grant of 
power," he said. 


He raised a question about 


what the Constitution, put to- 
gether in 1787, says about the 
separation of powers between 
President and Congress in for- 
eign affairs. 


All It really says is that while 


Congress alone has the authori- 
ty to declare war, the president 
Is commander in chief of the 
armed forces and can make 
treaties with the "advice and 
consent" of the Senate, If two- 
thirds agree. 


The founding Fathers didn't 


know much about foreign af- 
fairs and couldn't anticipate the 
complexities to come. For in- 
stance, Instead of going through 
the formality and delay of get- 
ting Senate approval on a trea- 
ty, the presidents have very of- 
ten made simple agreements 
with other powers. 


"The source of an effective 


foreign policy under our system 
is presidential power," Ful- 
bright said. He wondered wheth- 
er it wasn't time for Congress to 
overhaul 
the 
Constitution's 


'"18th century" procedures on 
foreign policy. 


Now, In a statement copy- 


righted by Newsday, a New 
York newspaper, he complains 
"that the power of congress in 
foreign policy has been dimin- 
ishing throughout this century." 
He wants Congress to reassert 
its authority. 


In 1954 Sen. John W. Bricker, 


R-Ohlo, tried to cut the presi- 
dent's power by proposing a 
constitutional 
amendment re- 


quiring congressional 
approval 


by both Houses for treaties and 
executive agreements. 


Fulbright 
voted against It, 


saying it was a "retreat from 
the world." 


This summer ,Fulbright pro-, 


posed and built his Newsday 
piece around It — this piece was 
just a re-write of a speech he 
made July 19-that the Senate 
pass a resolution that Congress 
as well as the president must 
approve not only treaties but ex- 
ecutive agreements and com- 
mitments made by the presi- 
dent. 


This is completely foggy, 


since the resolution doesn't say 
whether the Senate or both 
House and Senate should be giv- 
en such authority in foreign af- 
fairs but it goes way beyond the 
simple "advice and consent" re- 
quirement on treaties alone In 
the Constitution. 


If the Senate approved, John- 


son would probably ignore it 
since a resolution doesn't have 
the effect of law. If he obeyed it, 
it would truly hobble him. 


In 1961, the day before mak- 


ing his complaint that the presi- 
dent didn't have enough power, 
Fulbright 
came 
away from 


seeing President John F. Kenne- 
dy at the White House, saying 
he endorsed the use of U.S. mili- 
tary forces— if considered neces 
sary— to prevent South Vietnam 
from being overrun by the Com- 
munists. 


But now, Fulbright, one of the 


Senate's "doves" on the war in 
Vietnam, is Johnson's most con- 
stant critic on that conflict. Aft- 
er North Vietnamese torpedo 
boats attacked U.S. destroyers 
in the Gulf of Tonkin in 1964, 
Johnson asked Congress to pass 
a resolution approving his use of 
the armed forces in Vietnam to 
stop aggression if necessary.

In another development, May- 


or Dan Wolf announced that 
police were advising all private 
clubs that the sale of mixed 
drinks must cease and that es- 
tablishments with beer licenses 
must close according to the 
state curfew. 


Sheriff Eugene "Bud" Cana- 


da, who had anticipated the 
Grand Jury report, said he had 
notified establishments through- 
out the county Tuesday to fol- 
low orders similar to Wolf's. 


Wolf also said there would be 


no more collections on an 
amusement 
tax 
on gaming 


equipment. He said, however, 
that the tax had accounted for 
over $1 million and provided the 
city with a new city hall, audi- 
torium, fire station and police 
department since it was au- 
thorized in a 1957 city ordi- 
nance. 


The report criticized Wright 


"for 
his delay for 
several 


weeks" in filing for a petition 
to padlock the Show Boat, a 
Lake Hamilton night spot. It 


said he filed the petition only 
"after the summer season was 
over, the building vacated, and 
after the sheriff had arrested 
Guy Watkins (the operator) and 
seized gambling equipment." 


Wright objected to that sec* 


tion and another that he said 
referred to Mazander. 


That section said, "We call on 


the prosecuting attorney, the 
municipal 
judge and circuit 


judge to duly exercise the pow* 
er given them by law, to more 
vigorously enforce the law and 
protect our citizens, and more 
particularly our young people, 
from these illegal operations. 


"We feel the infliction of a 


few maximum penalties and the 
reduction of the number of sus« 
pension 
of 
all penalties will 


give the sheriffs 
and police 


department more incentive to 
perform their duties in the field 
of investigation," the report said. 


Watkins was fined $SO and 


cost Monday by Maznader on 
a charge of exhibiting a gam- 
bling device. A second charge 
of contributing to the delin- 
quency of a minor by selling 
liquor was dismissed. 


Wright and Mazander also ob- 


jected to the report's conclu- 
sion, which "encouraged and 
admonished all the elected and 
"appointed city and county of- 
ficials to perform their respec- 
tive duties forthwith." 


Wright's petition stated that 


the report as a whole in no 
way conformed to the general 
concept of a Grand Jury report, 
but was in fact, an "abuse of 
Grand Jury authority and dis- 
cretion."

tract. A mass meeting for the 
purpose is expected Sunday. 


The Board of Education asked 


pupils to stay home today. 


The walkout began Sept. 11, 


the start of the fall term, in de- 
fiance of a no-strike order from 
the State Supreme Court. 


The three top union leaders 


were due in court today for an 
oft-delayed trial on criminal con 
tempt charges. 


Details of the proposed con- 


tract were not made public. Al- 
bert Shanker, president of the 
49,000-member UFT, said the 
specifics were being withheld 
because "it would not be condu- 
cive to ratification." 


However, the package was re- 


ported to provide $135.4 million 
in salary increases and other 
benefits over a 26-month period 
from last July 1 to Sept. 10, 
1969. The union had turned 
down a two-year $125-million of- 
fer. 


At the outset of negotiations 


the UFT sought an annual wage 
scale for teachers of $7,500 to 
$18,000 to replace the old scale 
of $5,400 to $11,950.

The key, however, is money, 


especiallly federal money. In- 
terstate costs are met 90 per 
cent by the U.S. Bureau of 
Public Roads and 10 per cent by 
the states. 


Highway officials across the 


nation are willing to estimate 
target dates for completion of 
interstate highway stretches in 
their states, but each forecast 
has a monetary string attached. 


If federal funds continue to be 


available, motorists may be 
able by early 1973 to drive the 
entire length of Interstate 75, 
from Sault Ste. Marie to Tarn- 
pa, on a four-lane highway with- 
out a single stop sign, traffic 
light or intersection at grade. 


And this trip could be Just the 


beginning of a longer journey. 
At Sault Ste. Marie, Interstate 
75 crosses the St. Mary's River 
on the International Bridge and 
joins the 5,000-mile4ong Trans-

Wednesday it has been experi- 
menting with nitrogen for tire 
inflation and is test marketing 
the system at its stations in the 
Houston, Tex., area. 


The 20 per cent oxygen con- 


tent of air, Gulf said, causes tire 
rubber and fabric to deterio- 
rate. Pure nitrogen, the compa- 
ny said, is expected to prolong 
tire life and reduce tire failure. 


Air is free at gas stations, but 


nitrogen is a different matter. 
Gulf says it's charging 50 cents 
to inflate a new tire and $1.00 to 
clean and inflate a tire that al- 
ready has air in it.
